PJCOBIA, 111., June 7.—To-day has 


been an exciting'one in this vicinity. 
Nothing has been discussed by the peo- 
ple but the riot at Wesley City, and the 
greatest anxiety was manifested on all 
aides lest the miners, once started on 
their bloody mission, should continue 
their work at other points, knd in a 
manner much more destructive to life 
and property than that of Wednesday 
afternoon. 


All the forenoon the members of the 


local militia company were getting in 
readiness to leave for the scene of the 
disturbance, and scores of deputies 
were hurriedly arming to assist in the 
preservation of the public^peace. 


As utoon as the trouble occurred at 


Wesley City, Sheriff Frederick, of Taz- 
well county, telegraphed Gov. •Altgeld 
of the condition of affairs and asked 
that the state militia be placed at his 
disposal in order to prevent any fur- 
ther bloodshed. The request was com- 
plied with, 
and 
companies 
from 


Peoria, Blooraington and Lincoln were 
at once dispatched to the scene to look 
after matters and place under arrest 
any of the participants in the bloody 
riot of yesterday, upon whom they 
could lay hands. The result of'this 
step is that there have been no fur- 
ther attempt at outlawry and a dozen 
or more-miners are now in the custody 
of the sheriff for their part in the 
trouble of yesterday, o 


John L. Gehr, ex-representative in 


the legislature, who was one of the 
leaders in the attack on the mine prop- 
erty, has not yet been apprehended, al- 
though he has been seen in the neigh- 
borhood since the fatal outbreak. 


Coroner Powell of Tazewell county 


is engaged in hearing testimony in the 
inquest over the remains of Blower, the 
man killed during the battle, but the 
proceedings are of the star chamber 
character, and nothing can be learned. 


Coroner Hoefer of this city will hold 


an inquest to-morrow on the body ot 
Dixon, the colored man wounded in the 
conflict, and who died at a hospital inr 
this city at an early hour this morn- 
ing. 


There have been up further deaths,

Results of the Socialistic Teach- 


ings of Grover Cleveland. 


New York Sun (Dem.): The saed of 


all such riotous and bloody disturbances 
as are now witnessed in Pennsylvania 
and elsewhere is in the teachings of 
public writers and speakers who take 
the tone which is invariably employed 
by Grover Cleveland in his discussions 
of the relations of capital and labor. 


Through the hazy verbiage of Mr. 


Clevelands accustomed style there ap- 
pears one fixed and constant purpose 
whenever the subject is touched. That 
purpose is to excite and increase, so far 
as he can do it by indirect suggestions or 
by the choice of adjectives, the hostil- 
ity of labor to capital, of the unem- 
ployed to the employer, of the less pros- 
perous citizen to the more prosperous. 
The favorite terms in his vocabulary are 
repeated over and over again in his 
speeches, letters and messages. His at- 
titude is not merely accidental or rhe- 
torical. 


It is something more than an expres- 


sion of the peevishness and pessimism 
with which he habitually contemplates 
human conditions in general and human 
motives apart from his own. 
\ 


A few extracts from the public deliv- 


erances of,the president will illustrate 
what must be regarded as a systematic 
and persistent endeavor on his part to 
array class against class m the commu- 
nity. As long ago as April, 1886, he 
wrote a special message to congress sub- 
stantially recommending Federal inter 
ference in local disputes between labor 
and capita], and we find in that message 
this characteristic sentence: 


This discontent of the employed is 


due, in a large degree, to the grasping 
and heedless exactions of employers. 


In December of the same year Mr. 


Cleveland's second annual message con- 
tained a passage which could hardly 
have been improved upon by any social, 
istic agitator aiming to bring about the 
very condition of discontent and distrust 
which the President affected to deplore: 


Those who toii for daily wages are be- 


ginning to understand that capital, 
though sometimes vaunting its import- 
ance and clamoring for the protection 
and favor of the government, is dull and 
sluggish until, touched by tne magical 
hand of labor, it springs into activity. 
And the laboringman in thoughtfully in- 
quiring whether, in these circumstances 
and considering the tribute he constant 
ly pays into the public treasury as he 
supplies his wants, he receives his fair 
share of advantage. There is also a sus-

In hi* Bjeoch in tto Tremont Temple 


at Boston in October of 1891: 


Our couMUBen, those of moderate 


means and th# foot of the land, are too 
much neglected in our national policy:

In his speech in the Cooper Union, 


October 8,1891, and at Providence, R I., 
in April, 1892: 


A scheme perpetuated for the purpose

The blandishments of greed and ava- 


rice. 


When selfish greed is in the ascen- 


dancy. 


Those who would save our institu- 


tion* front the undermining deny of 
sordidness and selfishness. 


Mr. Cleveland's speech accepting the 


Democratic, nomination for president at 
the Madison Square Garden July 20, 
1892, was delivered at a time when the 
eyes of the whole country were upon one 
of the most impressive object lessons the 
nation has beheld—the struggle at Home- 
stead between law and mob violence—a 
time when the first duty of statesmanship 
was a clear perception and an emphatic 
declaration of the true significance of 
a struggle between civilization and an- 
archy. Mr. Cleveland referred to the 
Homestead mob in his Madison Square 
Garden speech; but in what terms? 
Merely to pervert the incident into an 
argument in support of his own the- 
ories of tariff taxation, and to encour- 
age if not to applaud, the unfortunate 
and deluded strikers in further acts of 
brigandage and bloodshed. Here is the 
extraordinary language on that occa- 
aion: 


Our workingnpnare still told the tale, 
oft/repeated in spite of its demonstra- 
ted falsity, that the existing protective 
tariff is a boon to them, and that under 
its beneficent operation their wages 
must increase, while, as they listen, 
scenes are enacted in the very abiding 
place of high .protection that mock the 
hopes of toft 
and attest the tender 


mercy the workingman receives from 
those made selfish 
and sordid by un- 


just governmental favoritism. 


Three days later the Anarchist Berk] 


man shot Mr. Frick. 


Throughout all of these utterances 


the same attitude is perceptible,' the 
same disposition to widen the gulf be- 
tween the employed and the employer, 
to emphasize a distinction of classes and 
array one class against another, to in 
sinuate into the minds of the working- 
man the idea that the prosperity of 
another is necessarily and essentially 
injustice and wrong to himself. Through- 
out 
Mr. Cleveland's 
writings and 


speeches the words wealth, capital, cor- 
poration, are generally accompanied 
adjectives, singly or in couples, designed 
to discredit accumulated property in the 
minds of those who have not much of 
it and to inflame them against its pos-

picion abroad that the surplus of our 
revenues indicates abnormal and excep- 
tional business profits, which, under the 
system which produces such a surplus, 
increase, without corresponding benefit 
to the people at large, the vast accumu- 
lations of a few among our citizens 
whose fortunes, rivaling the wealth of 
the most favored anti-democratic na- 
tions, are not the natural growth of a 
steady, plain and industrious republic. 


Two years later, in his message of De- 


cember, 1388, Mr. Cleveland drew for the 
benefit of his disciples this picture of 
strongly contrasted social conditions and 
the gross injustice underlying them: 


Our cities are the abiding places of 


wealth and luxury; our manufactories 
yield fortunes never dreamed of by the 
fathers of the Republic; our burarees 
men are madly striving in the race for 
riches, and the immense aggregations of 
capital outrun the imagination in the 
magnitude of their undertakings. Upon 
a more careful inspection we find the 
wealth and luxury of our cities mingled 
with poverty and wretchedness and un- 
remtmerative toil. We discover that the 
fortunes realized by our manufacturers 
are no longer solely the reward of stnrdv 
industry and enlightened foresight, but 
that they result from the discriminating 
favor of the government, and are largely 
built upon endue exactions from the 
masses of our people. The gulf between 
employers and employed is constantly 
widening, and classes are rapidly form- 
ing, one comprising the very rich and 
powerful, while in another are found the 
toiling poor. As we view> the achiejwt- 
meats of aggregated capital wo discover 
the existence of trusts, combinations 
and monopolies, while the citizen is 
strug-giing far in the rear or i» trampled 
to death under an iron heel. 


"Trampled to death under au iron 


heel:" The \vords might have come from 
the pen of Coxcy-or from the mouth of 
•Tohann Most 
In the same message we 


find incidental phrases such as these: ' 


Colossal fortunes, unfairly gathered, 
in the hands of a few. 


The communism of combined wealth 
and capital. 


To create dissatisfaction, to encourage 


discontent, to inspire the less fortunate 
citizen with hatred of his richer fellow, 
is the first aim of practical Socialists. 


Few men in recent years have done 


more to promote the first object of the 
revolutionists of society than the presi- 
dent of the United States. For what 
ever may be the intrinsic value of his 
ideas in social or political economy, the 
high office he bold* lends especial im- 
portance to what he has to say. A 
hundred inflammatory pamphlets or 
tracts or newspaper articles are not 
worth, for anarchistic purposes, one 
phrase like that in which the president 
of the United States represents the 
average citizen as "struggling in the 
rear, or trampled to death benuath an 
iron heeL,' 


There is not one word in all of the 


passages here recited from Mr. Cleve- 
land's letters and speeches which might 
not have been written and published by 
any avowed revolutionist now engaged 
in the socialistic propaganda. These 
are the teachings of the disturbers of 
society, and sometimes such teachings 
bear terrible fruit

A ladle, a slammer, a fork and a 


bottle are certainly a novel combina- 
tion for the Construction of a scale 
which can be made useful in a small 
way, 
but they serve that purpose 


nevertheless. ' The(,, bottle is the base 
of the apparatus. Two wire bands are 
driven into the cork at an equal 
height. The fork is then by its handle 
pressed into the bent hook of the ladle 
and the two center prongs are placed 
•on the brad*, Ihe distance of the latter 
from each offiher depending on the 
width of the jw-ongs. By 4 horizontal 
line drawn «n the wall the horizontal 
position of £he scale beam is deter- 
mined. By hunting the skimmer on 
the ladle the horizontal balance of the 
latter is oMsdoad after* little moving 
back and forth.

THE AUTHORITIES GETTIKG REID! 


For a More Determined Stand for Law

PmvBUBOH, Pa., June 8.—The coal 


operators' committee of ten met at 11 
o'clock yesterday morning for the par- 
pose of deciding whether the Pitts- 
burgh operators shall attend the con- 
ference at Columbus, and to consider 
matters in' connection with the strike. 
Only nine members of the committee 
were present. J. B. Young, superin- 
tendent of tie Yohoghany Coal Co., 
being at the Menown mines, which 
started up yesterday morning with 
negro miners regardless of the action 
of the other operators. The commit- 
tee is divided on settling with the min- 
ers' organization. Two propositions 
were presented. One was to adhere to 
the sixty-five eent rate and treat with 
the miners individually; the other was 
to go to Columbus on Saturday and 
participate in a joint conference with 
operators 
from Indiana, Ohio and 


northern and eastern Illinois. Both 
provoked heated discussions. 


It was 2 o'elok before the meeting 


adjourned, and then the result was un- 
satisfactory. On the proposition to at- 
tend the Columbus convention, the vote 
was a tie, 5 to 5; Mr. Hanna voting as 
a proxy for Mr. Young. It was then 
decided by a vote of 8 to 4 to call an- 
other general meeting of the operators 
of the district this morning, at which 
the committee of ten will report. 


DEPUTIES WOUNDED 


In a Skirmish with Rioters Hear Gillette, 


Col. 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Col., June 7.—The 


past day has been one of the most ex- 
citing in the history of the city. Hu- 
mors of fighting between the deputies 
and strikers near Gillette caused large 
crowds to assemble on the streets and 
business was left to care for itself 
while the merchants discussed the latest 
reports. 


The statement that the pickets of 


the opposing forces had indulged in a 
skirmish and that some of the depu- 
ties had been wounded was corrobo- 
rated this evening by a private mes- 
sage from their camp. The names of 
the wounded could not be obtained 


Reports received here to-night are to 


the effect that another fight was in 
progress between 9 and 10 o'clock 
Gov. Wait* has wired Sheriff Bowers 
that the militia must not occupy the 
disturbed district, and that armed dep- 
uties will not be allowed within their 
lines. 


RIOTING MINERS 


Fall Back at the Approach, of the Troops.

Howe telegraphed Gov. McKinley yes- 
terday afternoon that the rioting min- 
ers at Mineral Point, Guernsey county, 
fell back at the approach of the troops 
and, 
relinquishing the railway, took

The trains were moved, the first in 
three days.
